That where your Petitioners having with much pains, and long attendance, 
brained ſeveral Decreets ## foro, and not without heavy Charges, after confic- 
ning my Fathers Teſtament, raiſing and executing Diligences, proſecuting and 
onſtituting the Debts againſt his Debitors, ſome Years after the Biſhops Death ; 
ut much more Charges and Expenſes ſince in declareing our Right to the Pro 
erty of the ſaid Executry and mantaining a preference thereto againſt Mr. Patrick 
mith Adyocat, and his Wife,. and Children, who having furniſhed themſelves 
berally with my Fathers Moveables commanding his Money by naughty Tranſ- 
tions, with ſome of the Debitors, dureing the dependanee and Competition ; 
he away taking fome of his Writs,and. geting up others be falſe tokens from 
ſriters and others; the unwarrantable geting up regeſtraring and making -uſe of 
n conſigned Afſignation and other Writes hot yet given back,and ſeizing of the 
iſhops Gold and Money the time of his deceaſc to a conſiderable value : They 
ime alſo to have the whole Intromiſſion with his & his relic rheic houſhold pleniſh» 
o,Liberary,Plate,& ſuch like of the executry,& many other things neceſiar for a 


Toun: the exrent of the whole Executry amounting to a very conſiderable Sum 
entioned in our ſaids Decreets produced. All which Abuſes greatly weakened 
our Petitioners, and occaſioned their giving often trouble to your Lordſhips. 
\nd at laſt your Lordſhips, in order to a ſuitable Redreſs, having given ſummas 
JVarrand for ſecuring the Perſons .of the ſaid Mr. Patrick Smith, and his Spoule, 
End who beingConlcious of their own gailt,and thereby ſenſible of yourLordſhips 
uſtice deſerred their houſe, abſconded themfelves, leaving the Adminiſtration 
ff their Family to the care of their Children, Whereupon your Petitioners in 
Time of vacancy finding the Children imbaziling the houſe made Application to 
She Magiſtrates of Edinburgh for inventaring and Sequeſtration of the Goods and 
Booksin the (aid Mr. Patricks Houſe, and his Writes, as the beſt remedy, in 
Thar exigent ; and thereby if poſſible to recover our own Writes, and ſome of the 
Father's Goods and Houſhold pleniſhing, choiſing rather a ſmail remainder chen 
Fo want all, which accordingly, and upon full hearing of Patties the Magiſtrates 
| &ranted as is inſtructed by three Reiterated Warrands, alſo now produced. And 
 (Mherceafter we having purſued an Action, againſt the ſaid Mr, Patrick, his Wife 
- {and Children, for delivery of theſe Goods to us; the Bailzies upon the 14 day of 
duguſt 1695. after hearing of Parties Anſwers and Replyes, ordained the inven- 
tared and Sequeſtrat Goods to be delivered up to us upon Receits and Inyentar: 
And afterall which the ſaid Mr: Patrick Smith, his Wife and Children nor reſting 
latisfied, did Petition your Lordſhips reclaiming againſt the Magiſtrates proce- 
dure, and to take off the Sequeſtration, and which having continued a conſide- 
rable time in agitation,yourLordſhips after parties were fully heard,at length upon 
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amily,to the valuc of abuu fire Thouland FaundsScots, which the Biſhop had here 
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he 28 dayJa»uary 1696.Refuſed the defire of theBill.in reſpe& of theAnſwers,a,, 
authorized the Sequeſtration which is alſo produced. | 
And now ſeeing Mr. Patrick Smith is deceaſed, his Wife fled out of the Coun 
trey, as ſaidis, and the Children having deſerted the houſe as we are informeg 
ad the Land-lord being to ſetr the ſame to an other 'Tenent, he has require; 
your Petitioners under form of Inſtrument to poſſeſs the ſame, or to be lyable t 
him for the Rent ; proteſting alſo, to be free of any Damnage that may happeg 
to beiall- the (cqueſtat Goods ; and which Goods and pleniſhing are periſhing 
many of them being in lock faſt Rooms, and Chiſts,thir two Years bygone, as ay. 
pears by the Date of rhe Warrands aud Inyventars; and al" rhat there is no Reaſoy 
at al! we ſhould belyable for theRent, we not having taken the Houſe, nor knoy. 
ing the Land-lords Inclination to ſett the ſame ; nor is it reaſonable on the othe: 
hand, that the Land-lord ſhould be kindred of the free uſe of the Houſe, by con 
tinuing the ſaid Goods in the ſamen, but that it is abſolucly neceſſar theHouſe 
ſhould be made reve for the InterantTenent.

have been put to in procuring the Warrands, and other Expenſes neceſſarly to be 
given ont, in bringing the roup to a Cloſe, to be modified by the ſaid Magiſftrats 
who are dayly verſed in ſuch Matters. :
